On February 2, 2005, Barnoli, Inc., d/b/a Barnoli Moving, filed an application for
permanent household goods carrier authority in the state of Washington under the
provisions of RCW 81.80 and WAC 480-15, rules relating to household goods carriers.

The commission, having considered the application and being fully advised, finds that the
existing service is needed to satisfy the public convenience and necessity and it would be
in the public interest to grant the application pursuant to the provisions of WAC 480-15-
330.
